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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Amendment filed December 3, 2003. Claims 11,15 and 16 
have been amended as requested by the applicant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 16, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an optical 
filter comprising a lead glass free of visible light absorbing components with a ratio of total 
irradiance for wavelengths shorter than 290nm to the total irradiance for wavelengths between 
300 and 400 nm to be less than 2.0x10"^ and a ratio of the irradiance at 310 to the total irradiance 
between 300 and 400nm to be greater than or equal to 1.2x10"^. 

Regarding claim 15, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an optical filter 
comprising a lead glass free of visible light absorbing components with a ratio of the irradiance 
at 310 to the total irradiance between 300 and 400nm to be greater than or equal to 1.2x10*^. 

Regarding claims 12-14 and 17, the remaining claims depend from claims 1 1 and 16 and 
are therefore allowable for the same reasons.
